Americans have been aocostomed to 

belittle Canada, and sneeringly allude 

to it as a 'one-borso country'— a more 

monthfal, to be gobbled up by tbe 

American Eagle, whenever tho moment 

fixed by 'tnauifest destiny* should ar- 

riTP. And even yet a olaas of Amori- 

oan politioiaos indulge in this sort ol 

'oprend-eagleism' in reference to Canada. 

But those people had belter look less 

into their neighbor's knapsack and more 

into their own. The Uuhed States is 

truly a great country, whether it'bo re- 
garded in the light of territorial ex 

lent, internal wealth, or the nnm- 

bera and enterprise of its people 

But Buoh a great country onght not t 

indulge in such a bullying, spiiofu 

spirit as is oi;casionally inauifostcd tO' 

wards Canada. The United States oon 

tains ten times the population of Cana- 
da, and has thousands of miles of a 

geaboard, while Canada is almost phut 

out from the aeas, has little more than 

B channel to the At'aalio, And yet, 

while the Americans do not own a .<in- 

gle line ol steamehipa on the Atlantic, 
he Canadians have the finest and best 

line afloat — tbe finest and best line the 

world has ever seen ! Why is all this ? 

Is it becanse the Americans ore behiTd 

the Canadians in any one of those ele- 
ments or qualities, either natural cr 

acquired, essential to bucci'BS ? Assur- 
edly not. But it ia the unwise policy ro. 

oently adopted by tbe nation wbioh han 

contributed to this condition ot things. 

With a wise and liberal policy tbe Uni- 
ted States ought by this time to have 

been the first maritime nation in the 

world, initead of which she is fast drift- 
ing into a fourth-rate position. A low 

year ago, in a 5t of ill hnmor, they ab* 

rogated tbe Reciprocity Treaty,by which 

they hoped to attain the double objoot 

of punishing Conada for her alleged 

Southern Eympathies, which hnd in re- 
ality no exiatenco save in tho overheat- 
ed brain cf a few unreasoning mad-capd, 

and coercing her into the Union. For 

the former, it has been found that for 

every dollar Canada has lost by that 

act, the United S'.utes have lost two. 

Nay, Canada hub gained more than she 

has lost. She bns becorao soli-roliant, 

and has gone 'abroad for customers 

which she was formerly content to find 

in her next' door' neighbor. For the 

latter, Canada has been repelled rather 

than attracted. Instead of increasing 

the detire lor Annexation tho abroga- 
tion oi the treaty has jnet bad the con- 

trary effect.

Iliatory now marches ia seven. league boots 
On the Uth of July war was declared agiinst 
Prussia, a fortnight later tha Bmperor arrived 
At tho camp, and on the 2nd of Auguat the 
Krauch crossed tho Irontier at Sanrburck under 
tho eyes of the Kmporor and tbe Priuco Im 
perial. .Matters now became sarioui, — on tho 
•lih, Prince Oharloa entered Franca by Wisaan^ 
bourg flefeating 6'eaeral Douay, and taking 
500 prisoners. Two days later he follows up 
the blow by defeating iilarsbBl McMahou at 
Wourth, and forcing Uim to retreat on Nancy, 
leanng the East of tbe Umpire open aud ths 
Important town of Mulhuus* and its popula- 
tion of 75|(t0, in the hands of tho Prussiuos. 
On tbe same day, Prince Fredrick advanced 
from Treves, drove tba French andai Froiaard 
out of Saarburck on tbe Forbaoli, Both armies 
are now massed, Tho i'russian diviaioae pur- 
sniog the Sadowa tucties bavo joined. Some 
SUV tho lirat great battlo will oomo off at Metz, 
olbera that tbe Germans will pasa iu its 
rear to mak* for the camp of GUalona and 
strike for Paris. liut all this boloiigs to tbe 
unk3u\Tn, nnd conjecturing is ustless. 

It does uot require many words to describ« 
Ibo state of feeling among the French at lli»s« 
disasters. Every naliou jealous ot its honor, 
proud of its antQoadcuts can tecl tbe emotion 
by the presence of aa invader. Bat when that 
country ta France— Whose chief gloiry is in its 
arma — arid when thai inyadBr is, above all the 
rest, Prussia, tba'agbny of patrietism is felt ai 
the heart's cere, and ao implacable thirst for 
revenge succeeds. The people have recovor«d 
from their Erst feelings of — not anguish — but 
stupor, for ths blow slunaod them, but like 
AclcBus.they rose restrengthoued from the fall. 
Wistful faces hare changed for an expression 
of tho deadliest bate, and a rabid c<igerness to 
grapple with tbo foe. Tha men feel a lion's 
strength in their reins, and tho woraon display 
a tiger's rago. No words now — hut acts — no 
uceuomy — but that iu wrath— cOO diplomacy 
but 

"Th* Idglo of tba pike, and tbe pttboa of a blow." 

France scouted the idea ol the Prussians 
being victorious, they bad only to come on lo 
be beaten, Francs, proverbially ignorant of 
gaographv, mistook Germany for Prussia. She 
Uad a Hip Van JFiukle nap over tho oohesiTe 
tendencies of lalharland, and judged tlit Ger- 
man nation from tho dissafected in Hanortr, 
and tbs dissidents in Scblotwig. Ilor waking 
dream has been painful, instead of marching 
into tho boweli of tba land of her enemy, ths 
latter assumes the initiative and reapa tbe 
moral advantages of such pluck, and increasss 
it bv Gregory not forgettlog bis smashing 
blow. Bnt a sueoesfal beglanlog does not 
insure a successful end. Franca will not allow 
herself to be strangled by aSadowa ooll. She 
is no Mosaic Rmpire like Austria. She bas 
forty tnilliona hearts buatinif as one, against 
fifty millions in Germany displaying a similAr 
unison. She is rich enough to |iay for hor 
glory. Nino millions of men will bu liar h»Toi 
cauist before sho bows the neck to Uisranrck, 
and begs of history 10 forget her existence — 
for a nation once lost, is like life, lost for over. 
France bas never been more glorious than in 
her misfortunes — 1795 to wit. She will make 
no peace while a Taston rests; 6n be? soil, they 
may come like locusts, but their grave must 
only bs made the inoro profound. It is a war 
between oiitions. and the combat demands a 
lif» for » lifo. Tho lust man can only claim ths 
victory. 

Such is tbo true state of the situation and 
each day will confirm it by tho long and roleHt- 
less war, as yet but on the threshold, which 
must ensue. Even with rilled cannon and 
mitrailleuse it takes a long tim*! to mnssacro 
the coDtending bosta af modern battles, The 
Knipreas, aince her acLeasioa to tho ollico of 
Regent, bas lived a century. Shs well knorrs 
untv ths oares of office, to wbioh she has to 
add tbe anxieties of wife and mother. Tho 
walls of Purls testify to hor industry. They 
are whitened by proclamationa boarintt her 
tignatnrs on bnhnlf of .Napoleon. .Many are 
limited 10 the promulgation of laws, and not a 
few to thB patnolisiii of the pi-oplo to bo cool 
in the presence of tlie dangor — to bo united 
to turn it nsido. Sho recalls the brightest 
pages of French history to show that the d-\rk- 
sst clouds had their silrir linings, and that a 
check was not a dafeat, nor was a preliminary 
battle lost dlsoomitara. 

Tht calling together of tba Legislative wis. 
dom, was sonnd as well as politic, and tbe flrst 
act of tbo Chamber of Psputlsa was to kick 
out the Ollivier Miuistry, for no other courtesy 
wag utended to il. IJoforo the war, it was a 
Cabinet of ahufllors, who succeeded in bringing 
parliamHntarism to the point of making it doi 
sire. Hut it left a sad legacy. On its head 
must rest the blood, that up to the presenl, the 
country bas so u.igrudRlngly and heroionUj 
shed. Tho If ta W Br«Mmidtcr, Marshal Le 
BcBjf, bad pledged hia honor and reputation 
that France waa fully prepared lor war. Tt.o 
results, with evidence freebiy acenmulating 
every cloy, prove that Iha oonlrary wns tho 
cane. The array was thrown on the Iroalicr 
wilhoul those support' — malerid nnd provis- 
ions — wbioh prevented its inarch inio Ihn 
Rhenish provinces. It is not, therelore, ox- 
tmordinary that tbe indignation of the peu- 
ple should oulmioste in % demsnd in the 
Chamber to put him on his trial— pour ««- 
coiirnffcr Us antres. 'rhi<>ra pLiaded the pas^ 
siona of tbo moment would not let justico be 
dona — 90 it is a quesiion only of seotenco 
deferred. When the sama eminent man 
railed his voice ngainst tho precipitala da- 
olsrnilon of war, and whioh nearly coat him 
thti saoking of his house, nnd bis iiltla body 
thirty ri'ir.utaa suspension by tbs neck Irom 
a lamD post, ho said ho than held in 
his possession tho undenieble proofa that 
neither the army nor navy was ready, but 
he would not get a hearing. The raei:- 
eri of tbe Loft, or Rayolotionary party, 
aeemed lo seize tbo difficoliies of tbe em- 
pire ns thoir opportunity. They did not 
forinulato n motion, deoroeing the down- 
fall of thb Emperor. That viould bo a llitlu 
loo strong — bnt Ihoy proposed the next thing 
to il — the appoiatmoot of fifteen members 
of the Hoaae ■ ai ^tft^t^g^inilUQ' of't^'|^ablio 
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Arohbishop M' Hale, recently rotamed 
frqtn^Boma. Tbe repeatrd saocoases of 
cf the Grornaan forces have had n favor- 
able influonco apon Ihe London Money- 
market, as affording probability of a 
epoedy lerminaiioD of tho war (hroagb 
ttio inodiatioQ of neutral Powers or 
olhorwiso.
